SPRINGFIELD, Mo., April 17.—Unidentified negroes fired 
two bullets early this morning into the house of S. P, Fielder, a 
.traveling man. Fielder is the father of Ollie Fielder, the young 
woman whom [Leslie Peters was escorting home last night when 
attacked by two negroes. He shot and killed one of them. 

Several hours later two bullets were fired through the window 
of the bedroom occupied by Mrs. Fielder and her three babies. 

No one was hurt, but the family became panic-stricken. Mr. 
Fielder was sway at the time, and the fact of the shooting did not 
become known till today, when it added to the excited feeling 


against the negroes.

Judge Lincoln of the Criminal] Court 
today charged the special grand jury, 
called at the instance of Prosecuting 
Attorney Patterson to investigate the 
lawlessness of Saturday night. He bit- 
terly arraigned the members of the 
mob, and many indictments are expect- 
ed to result. 

After reciting the causes leading up to 
the assembling of the special jury, the 
Court said: 

“Murder in Firat Degree.” 

‘"Mhis outrage deserves the condemna- 
tion of all good citizens and the most 
rigid investigation at your hands. All 
persons, their aiders and abettors en- 


gaged in that shameful outrage are 
guilty, under the law, of murder in the 
first degree. The law makes it no less 
a crime because 200 men engaged in the 
consummation of the ‘crime, than if one 
man alone, and under cover of night, 
committed the offense. 

“Crime never becomes lawful because 
multitudes seek to give it sanction, Mob 
violencé never has and never can ac- 
complish good. Lawlessness places all 
tbings and all men in peril. 

“No gtaver misfortune has ever over- 
jaken us than that of last Saturday 
night, which has cast a stigma upon the 
fair name of this city and county. 


Authorities’ Duty. 


‘State authorities, look 
founty officials to correct, as far as 
possible, this great wrong. Not one 
of them will shirk his sworn duty or 
violate the oath which inducted him 
into office. 

“Let the lash fall where it may. You 
should indict every man proved _ to 
your reasonable satisfaction to be 
guilty. Whether friend or foe, rich or 
poor, high or low, wherever you find 
‘guilt let that guilt be punished. The 
path of safety lies in the direction of 
most vigorous, rigid and exhaustive 
investigation.

Carlos Manuel Old, a jewelry sales- 
man, Was struck and instantly killed by 
an ©astbound car at Fifteenth and Mar- 
ket streets just before 10 a. m.

Judge Sanborn, in his opinion, prac- 
tically holds that there is basis for an 
action and while the issue was not ex- 
actly the legality of the corporation, the 
forming of that merger was legal under 
the Missouri laws. 


According to Jones the suit involves 
an attempt to freeze out by means of 
alleged stock manipulation some of the 
minority stockholders from (the light- 
ing Neerger. 

The arguments on appeal were heard 
by Judges Hook and Sanborn. 

The alleged facts set forth in Jones’ 
brief. are that the North American Co., 
a Néw Jersey corporation, arranged to 
consolidate all the electric light and 
power companies operating In St. Louis 
in One company, thereby dispensing 
with. competition.

It follows, therefore, that a divorce, in 
order to be beyond attack, must be ob- 
tained in the State in which both parties 
are residents.

“The congress, composed of delegates 
from the various states of the Union, 
which met at Washington, D. C., last 
February, to prepare a uniform code of 
divorce laws, which it is to be hoped all 
the states of the Union will adopt, would 
have the effect of obviating the forego- 
ing evil. 

“It may take, however, several years 
before all the states will come in line 
and adopt such uniform code of divorce 
laws. Therefore, it would be wise for 
the legislatures of the various states of 
the Union to enact statutes to the ef- 
fect that where a decree of divorcee shali 
be granted by a competent court, pur- 
porting to sever the marital tie, and one 
of the parties shall thereafter marry and 
have children. such children shall be 
held legitimate, notwithstanding such 
or of divorce may thereafter be held 
void. 
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$1,600,000. Much of its territory is still 
unfit for habitation because of inade- 
quate drainage in the Little River and 
St. Francis bottom.

“They now see an opportunity to im- 
prove their condition on a different 
plan, and in future will do all in their 
power to have the reclamation act, 
which now applies to arid lands on'g) 
SO amended as to include the reclama- 
tion of wet lands by drainage. This act 
provides that the accumulation of a 
fund through the sale of Government 
land, which now amounts to about $35,- 
000,000, be expended by the Secretary of 
the Interior in constructing reservoirs 
and irrigation canals. It can be so 
amended that the vast arid lands and 
wet lands in the United States, whether 
belonging to the United States Govern- 
ment or private individuals, may be en- 
hanced in value and so improved by 
irrigation and drainage as to be able to 
be thrown open for settlement.”’

CONCERN GONE 


Watkins Finds Indications That 
National Company Is 
Insolvent. 
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Attorney-General Considering 
Report and May Take 
Steps at Once. 


State Supervisor W. ls. Watkins Tues- 
day made a réport to Attorney-General 
Hadley on the condition of the National 
Bond Co. of St. Louis as shown in an 
examination of that company made by 
him Thursday and Friday of last week. 
In this report Superinterdent Watkins 
expresses the opinion that there are 
evidences. that the company is insolvent. 

The matter ‘is now in the hands of As- 
sistant Attorney-General Rush Lake for 
such action as may be decided upon. 
What this will be has not been definite- 
ly determined, though it was stated in 
the Attorney-General’s office that if Mr. 
Watkins reported the company to be in- 
solvent, that would be sufficient for the 
A-torney-General to ask that Mr. Wat- 
Kins be appointed receiver to wind up 
the affairs of the company. 

The concern has thousands of invest- 
ors, many of them widows and orphans, 
who invested their litlle legacies in the 
belief that they would receive 5 to 15 
per_cent a year interest. 

The report declares the redemption 
fund of the company, which they agree 


in their contracts with bond purchasers 
shall be held intact. is entirely dissi- 
pated, and has been used in meeting the. 
current expenses of the company. 

It was this fund which was to be 
used to_redeem bonds. It consisted of 
40 per cent of the money paid in by the 
bond purchasers and the interest on that 
amount. 

The National Bend Company has a de- 
posit. of $100,150 with: the State of Mis- 
souri. 





Redemption Fund Gone. 

This is declared to be in good securi- 
ties. . The report says it has little more 
than 31000 on hand in St. Louis. The 
bills receivable, inéluding all securities, 
are said to amount to about $20,000, 

Of the $20,000 in securities held by the 
company, the Watkins report says many 
are worthless and’ not more than $5000 
possess any value. 

The report says the,company is mreet- 
ing the interest on its debenture bonds, 
that prominent financiers who were on 
the board of °directors have resigned 
and that a majority of the stock has 
been transferred to the Continental Se- 
curities Co. It says National Bond stock 
is worth nothing and the value of Con- 
tinental . Securities stock is doubtful. It 
further says thut 2. mecting has been 
calked to be hela in. Camden, N, J., 
April %, for the purpose of reducing the 
directorate to three. At one time there 
were 15 on the board. 

Collections on. bonds are decreasing 
and the company is considering the clos- 
ing of its agency in Kansas City, the 
report says, and it is stated that the 
combined reserve and redemption lia- 
bility on contracts amounts at this 
time to $35,000, and that there is noth- 
ing in the vaults of the company to the 
credit of the redemption fund... 

When in St. Louis last week Supt. 
Watkins held a conference with Assis- 
tant Attorhey-General Lake regarding 
the condition of the National Bond Co, 
Following this conference Watkins made 
his examination of the company. It is 
stated that at the time of his Decem- 
ber (1905) examination of the company 
it was discovered that the company was 
using its redemption fund, and at that 
time Watkins demanded it be restored. 
Under the law the company has 60 
days in wuich to do this.

duct of Sheriff E. V. Horner of Spring- 
field in connection with his failure fo at- 
tempt to prevent the mob from lynch- 
ing three negroes there Saturday night. 

This morning the Attorney-General di- 
rected his assistants to send instructions 
to Assistant Attorney-General Kennish, 
who is now in Springfield, to Proceed to 
remove Horner from office if investi- 
gation warrants such a course. The mes- 
Sage sent was: 

‘Published reports would seem to jus- 
tify proceedings to remove the Sheriff. 
Advise such a course if investigation 
walrants.”’ 

, The Attorney-General has been read- 
ing retorts of the Springfield riots and 
became convineed Tuesday morning 
that the Sheriff should have taken some 
action to circumvent the mob. That he 
did not do so, the Attorney-General be- 
lieves, was a negiect of duty, justify- 
ing proceedings to remove him from 
office. 

While Assistant Attorney-General 
Kennish went to Springfield at the di- 
rection of Gov. Folk to assist in the 
prosecution of members of the mob, he 
will also follow the directions of Attor- 
ney-General Hadley in his investigation 
of the conduct of the Sheriff and will 
bring proceedings to oust Morner from 
his office if he is satisfied from his in- 
vestigations that the Sheriff was negli- 
gent in his duty. 

May Be Fined Also. 

The statutes not only provide that a 
sheriff may be removed for neglect of 
duty, but provide a fine of $500 in case 
he permits’ a riot to proceed without 
attempting to stop it.

There was @ boxful of Governors 
right up.nearest the stage at the 
Olympic Monday night, and the ‘Lid 
Governor” of Missouri sat almost 
among the footlights, but, for all that, 
the young Duke of Malbsbury got 
drunk and came close to breaking 
poor Viola Allen's heart in “The 
Toast of the Town.” 
Of Kansas, the Governor of Arizona, 
the Governor of New Mexico, the Gov- 
ernor of Arkansas and our own Gov. 
Folk and former Gov. Francis could 
have reached out and tapped the of- 
fending Duke on the shoulder, but 
they didn’t. His mistreatment of Vio- 
la went on until many women in the 
audience were in tears, 

It's true that, in the last act, His 
Grace of Malmsbury patched matters 
up and took Miss Allen back to his 
heart and home, and maybe the five 
governors and the one ex-Governor 
knew he was going to do this, but 


Miss Allen suffered poignantly in the 
meantime. For she was Betty Single- 
ton, a famous London actress of the 
Georgian era, you know, and the Duke 
of Malmsbury had married her be- 
cause she was “the toast of the town” 
und it pleased his pride to ‘‘take the 
toast,” just as vain men like to ‘‘take 
nowadays, but he didnt 
love her when he married her, and 
that’s what caused the trouble. In 
reality he was in love with his cou- 
Sin, Lady Charlotte (Miss Alice Wil- 
son), and there never would have 
been a happy ending to Clyde Fitch's 
play if Lady Charlotte hadn’t been so 
good that she did her best to keep the 

uke true to Betty, and if Betty 
hadn't been so self-sacrificing that 
she tried to efface herself in order 
that Malmsbury might be free to mar- 
ry Lady Charlotte. It was this con- 
junction of two good women against 
one weak man in the newest version 
of the world—old “triangle,” that 
Suved the day and made “The Toast 
of the Town” a comedy instead of a 
tragedy. 

That's the whole story of Clyde Fitch's 
latest effort in drama, an effort obvious- 
ly made with no higher aspiration than 
to supply Miss Allen with a fairly suita- 
ble vehicle for the revelation of her 
surface gifts. It’s an interesting play, 
but it doesn’t make any appeal deever 
than the skin, either to star or audience, 
although it’s full of brilliant personages 
and rich in Clyde Fitch epigram. And 
Miss Allen has a delightful role in the 
part of Betty Singleton, playing it with 
much spirit and grace, even while psy- 
chologically unmoved and making such 
a magnetic appeal tot her audience that 
they sympathize like sixty when she is 
forced to leave her ducal husband and 
hide in a London garret, She was re- 
called time and again after the second 
and third acts, and when the final cur- 
tain fell on the fourth the house wasn't 
content, to disperse until Miss Allen 
had twice reappeared and bowed s0 
smilingly that everybody knew Betty 
Singleton was happy at last. 

For genuinely worthy character acting 
Mrs. Fanny Addison Pitt as the Dow- 
ager Duchess of Malmsbury, and _ the 
star’s own father, Mr. C. Leslie Allen, 
as McLaughlin, the theatrical manager, 
and later as a fellow lodger in the_rook- 
ery where Betty Singleton found réfuge, 
are most to be commended. Mr. Con- 
way Tearle made quite a handsome and 
efficient Duke of Malmsbury; Miss Isa- 
bel Irving won the ardent liking of the 

udience as the sprightly and flirtatious 

oxane, stage successor to Betty; the 
Lord Phillips of Mr. Harrison Hunter 
was a forceful and dignfied portrayal, 
and Mr. Hassard Short, as Lord Alger- 
non Fairfax, did a neat bit of juvenile 
comedy work. The somerny, in general 
was entirely capable—Mr. Fitch’s play

VULCANOS ASHES 
UN STEAMER DECK 


Passengers on the Republic 
Heard Terrible Rumbling 
of Vesuvius. 


NEW YORK, April: 17.— The White 
Star steamship Republic, which arrived 
yesterday evening trom Alexandria and 
Naples, is the first of the ships to re- 
port here gince Vesuvius broke out, and 
while the eruptions were not violent 
when this vessel left Naples, on the 
night of April 4, her passengers all 
heard the terrible rumbling that pre- 
ceded the flow of lava and those who 
got out of their bunks early on the 
morning of the fifth saw that the Re- 
public’s decks were covered to the 
depth of half an inch’ with ashes. 

Capt. James McAuley said yesterday: 

“On the 4th, just ° before we left 
Naples, I noticed smoke heavier than 
usual issuing from Vesuvius, but it 
seemed to come from a new crater 
further down the mountain. The smoke 
was dark and sulphurous looking, and 
there was a whilf of brimstone in the 
air. Then there was a roaring sound 
like that of thousands of heavily load- 
ed trucks passing slowly over a cobble- 
stone pavement, and to me it seemed 
that the ship trembled. We got away, 
however, before the worst came.’’

Term Expires on Same Day 
Roosevelt Leaves the 
White House.

NEW YORK, April 17.—The Sun prints 
the following from Washington: 

President Roosevelt has made known 
;to some of those with whom he has 
| talked recently that his ambition is to 
| represent the State of -New York in the 
| United States Senate after he leaves 


ithe White House in 1909. There is not 
ithe slightest doubt in the minds of the 
| President’s closest friends that he in- 
; tends to adhere strictly to his announce- 
ment on election night in November, 
/1904, that under no circumstances would 
| he serve another term in his present of- 
fice, and in speaking of his future Mr. 
Roosevelt hag taken it for granted that 
‘his listeners fully understood that he 
' would not again be a candidate for the 
presidency. 

It is assumed from what Mr. Roosevelt 
has said that he much prefers remain- 
ing in public life to becoming presi- 
dent of Harvard University. 

Both the present Senators from New 
York are more than 70 years of age, 
and it is generally understood that 
neither will stand for re-election. Mr. 
Platt will cease to be a Senator on the 
Same day that Mr. Roosevelt will cease 
to be President, March 4, 1909, while Mr. 
Depew’s term will expire on March 4, 
1911. If he were elected to succeed Mr. 
Platt, Mr. Roosevelt would be sworn in 
as a Senator, if he so desired, on the 
day of his retirement from the presi- 
dency 

Upon his accession to the presidency 
in 1901,°Mr. Roosevelt was the young- 
est man who had ever occupied that of- 
fice. If he lives until the expiration of 
his present term he will be only 50 years 
old. He will then be nearly 3 years 
younger than the nestor of the Senate, 
Mr. Pettus of Alabama. John Quincy 
Adams served eight terms in the House 








‘of nepresentatives after he had ceased 


to be President, in 1829.

The latest income returns 
of England show that the tax is now levied on 451,- 
323 persons whose income exceeds $800 a year. 

A collateral inheritance tax is levied by the State 
of New York. A Federal inheritance tax was col- 
lected during the Spanish war and under it considera- 
ble sums were realized, notably from the estate of the 
late Cornelius Vanderbilt. The English estate devised 
to James Henry Smith of New York paid so heavv 
a tax to the British crown that it figured conspicu- 
ously in thefennual budget. Neither in law nor in 
ethics was either payment confiscatory. The princi- 
ple that wealth should contribute generously to 
public needs is sound, nor is it difficult of enforce- 
ment. - :

Mr} Nelson is mistaken when he says 
there are all kinds of Socialists.

Adam Smith, the English economist, 
held that all wealth was produced by 
labor, both mental and physical, and 
naturally since all wealth is produced 
by labor, to labor it should belong. But 
does it? Karl Marx, the founder of 
modern scientific Socialism, has _ built 
upon this foundation stone and brought 
forth what is called “surplus value,” or 
in Other werds value produced by labor 
but not paid to labor. That is what

causes the wealth of the country to be 
concentrated in a few hands, creatés 
billionaires and paupers and forces the 
majority of human beings to live an un- 
certain and hard existence. 

In line with these theories is also the 


before capital and should have more 
rights than capital. But has it? Adam 
Smith said one time that all the wealth 
of Enzland would be destroyed in ten 
years if labor ceased to create more 
and more. If such is the case, and no 
economist can deny it, how is it that 
the men that produce all wealth have 
nothing and the men that produce noth- 
ing have everything? 

It is simply because the capitalist sys- 
tem is essentially a robber system to 
extract the earnings of the laboring 
classes and give them to the non-labor- 
ing classes. 


Now, Socialism is as different from 
such a system as is heaven from earth. 
Socialism demands co-operative owner- 
ship of all production and distribution, 
democratically administered so that the 
worker in each industry will get the 
full value of his labor, not 20 per cent, 
as he does today. Carroll DPD. Wright 
in his census statistics shows that the 
earnings of every man and woman in 
this country are $10 a day, while they 
receive an average of $1.39 back in 
wages. 

it is in order to do away with such 
a robber system that the Socialist party 
is organized in all countries (their 
fundamental principles are a}] alike 
and are founded upon the communist 
manifesto written by Marx and Engels 
over fifty years ago) to fight the capital- 
ist class, not with swords and guns, but 
with class-conscious action at the polls; 
not for an amelioration of their con- 
dition, but for the whole wealth which 
they produce and which by right is 
theirs. It is justice against injustice, 
humanity against inhumanity, civiliza- 
tion against barbarism, that Socalism 
is after in all countries.

Iwo Women Principals Seek] 
Office and Will Demand 
Reform in Affairs. 


The first large effort to gain the ballot 
in school elections for women in Mis- 
sourl will be made Saturday at the 
Central High School when the election 
for president of the St. Louis Society 


The effort will be to elect a woman to 
the position. If that is accomplished 
the future work is considered easy. 

Although the society has 1200 members 
only 150 of whom are men, all its high 

its history have 


content with the hard-working position 
of secretary. As long as such condi- 
tions, indicative of the feeling of the 
leading teachers of the State prevailed, 
the question of woman suffrage at 
school elections has had little oppor- 
tunity. Women outside the schools teit 
that there was little use tor their exer- 
tions if the Leachers themselves desired 
no change. 

A number of women teachers thought 
seriously of this subject before the 
meeting for nominations was held and 
decided that a woman should at least 
be nominated for the presidency. Miss 
Amelia C. Fruchte of the Central High 
School and Miss Sarah A. McGuire, 
principal of the Jefferson Schovol, were 
both nominated. 


They Want “Reform.” 


Ww. W. Waters, principal of the 
Elliot School, was also nominated. Since 
that time energy has been given to the 
promotion of the campaign of each can- 
didate. 

Announcement of their platforms has 
not been officially made, but the 
women teachers who are supporting 
either Miss Fruchte or Miss McGuire are 
agreed that they represent reform in 
the organization. They complain that 
the Society of Pedagogy has become a 
country institute instead of an associ- 
ation of metropolitan teachers. 

They present the argument that the 
men principals of St. Louis. control 
enough organizations without desiring 
= entirely manage the Pedagogical So- 
clety. 

They speak of the Principals’ Club, to 
which no woman, regardless of the fact 
that she is as much,.a principal as any 
man, may become a member, also of 
the exclusive Schoolmasters’ Club that 
has but 14 members, no one of whom 
may be a woman. Then they add that 
since the work of the school is done by4 
women they should have some voice in 
the management of the one organiza- 
tion to which they are eligible. 

Miss Fruchte will speak Saturday 
morning before the English section of 
the society upon ‘‘Emerson's Message to 
Teachers.”’ She knew Ralph Waldo 
Emerson personally, having spent many 
summers in Concord, and. often heard 
him speak of beauty and humanity. In 
Concord she met the Alcotts, the San- 
borns, Edwin Mead, Senator. Hoar ana 
many of Harvard's great men who 
gladly paid homage to the great Ameri- 
can optimist. 

The Jefferson School plays a leading 
part in the life of both women cangaj- 
dates. Miss McGuire is its. present 
principal and Miss Fruchte began her 
work there. Miss MoGuire was a pupil 
of Miss Fruchte.

Associate of Iron Masters Had

Benjamin 8S. Adams died on Tuesday 
morning at his home, 3655 Washington 
boulevard, of heart failure, after an ill- 
ness of several months. 

Mr. Adams was born in Nashville, 
Tenn., in 184, and was the son of the 
late A. G. Adams, a Nashville merchant 
known throughout the United States for 
his interest in and support of the Pres- 
byterian church. Mr... Adams was edu- 
cated in Montgomery-Bell University, 
Nashville. Among his instructors were 
FE. N. Judson, now a St. Louis attorney, 
and Dean Snow of Washington Uni- 
versity.

Saturday a ( of Greeks, Rou- 
manians, Poles and Slavs laid in a large 
lot. of whisky and beer to celebrate 
Easter. Sunday morning about 150 of 
them became drunk and engaged in a 
furious quarrel. They used knives, pis- 
tols, guns and axes. ‘The first man 
killed was the foreman of the gang, and 
the only man in the crowd who could 
speak English. Before there was a 
cessation of hostilities six men were 
killed outright and a large number seri- 
ously wounded. 

The trouble was renewed yesterday 
morning and three others were killed. 

The Sheriff of the county was called 
on and he summoned several officers, 
whom he led to the scene of the trouble, 
arriving there yesterday morning. The 
officers were compelled to kill three of 
the more turbulent ones, who led in re- 
sistance. Later the Sheriff called on the 
Governor to send troops, and Capt. J. C. 
Meyer of Helena took his company to 
the scene. —
